I have a TBX-2 I've started working on, and noticed that the fine 
inductance rotary switch, which is a ceramic wafer with eight contacts, is 
broken in three pieces. 


First question, anybody got a spare ?? 


Second question, failing finding a replacement, is it possible to fix 
this thing. One of the three pieces is still on the long bolts that mount this 
switch to the next one. The other big piece is loose hanging on it's stiff wires 
and looks like it can be glued back into place. But, the third little piece, 
which only has two contacts seems to be missing material on both ends where the 
holes would have been to mount the wafer. If I glue the two bigger pieces back 
together, is there some kind of "filler" that would allow me to glue the third 
piece back in place, or, is it possible to "sister" a piece of hard plastic to 
the piece of ceramic with some glue and then use the new piece hold the switch 
together?

Hi John, 


I have been successful using a thick epoxy to repair broken switches but = 
you 

have to be really careful not to get the glue in a place where it can 
interfere with the rotary part of the switch. I don't have a TBX-2 but = 
I do 

have a few spare switch wafers. If you don't find a replacement and the 
repair doesn't work out, if you can give me the measurements: spacing 
between bolts, layout (i.e. one wiper with 7 switched positions), and 
degrees of rotation between positions I might have a wafer that would = 
work. 

Is this a multi-pole switch? If not you can probably easily find a 
replacement that has the same number of degrees between positions so = 
that 

the front panel markings will remain the same. 


I had to rebuild the mode switch in my Johnson Desk KW when I got it. = 
One 

of the wafers was questionable and the detent selector allowed the = 
switch to 

easily stop between positions. Since this switch controls a relay to = 
choose 

high voltage level and also chooses which screen voltage to apply it = 
didn't 

seem like a good idea to have problems in that area! The rebuild was 
Surprisingly straightforward.

Yes, to all of your questions about repairing the switch. Use a clear (no 
lossy fillers), slow curing (no 5 minute crap) epoxy to glue the pieces back 
together. 


There is another approach. Canibalize another switch for a good wafer and 
rebuild the broken switch. Drill out the contact mounting rivets with a 
drill bit hand vise to avoid mangling a contact. Tiny rivets can be 
purchased but swaging them is hazardous with ceramic wafers. Better to use 
tiny brass nuts and bolts. As a last resort use snug fitting bus wire to 
attach the contacts. Use a small tip solder iron with small diameter solder 
to avoid flooding the contact.
